pecially to the farmers of this 
Vicinity, who will have 'phones put 
in their homes. But, while we re- 
joice at these evidences of pros- 
perity and advancement, we are 
sorry to see a tendency to retro- 
grade in another, and far more im- 
portant direction. 

During these past three years 
of improvements, one of the three
